LONDON, Dec. 17.—For the first time in 
the history of the South African war the 
Boers have charged and broken a British 
line. 

This historic brilllant event in Boer his- 
tory took place at Thaba N’Chu and the 
charge was led by Gen. de Wet in person. 

The Boers found themselves hemmed in by 
the British. There was no way out but to 
fight out. 

Three times the Boers charged on the 
thinnest part of the British line. Twice 
they were repulsed. The third time, led by 
De Wet in person, the burghers made a 
determined attack on the English. The lat- 
ter broke and the Boers passed out to free 
ground. De Wet was forced, however, to 
leave in the hands of the British a 15-pound- 
er and 15 wagons with ammunition and 
stores. ,

Arthur Lohrum of Twenty-first and Sal- 
isbury streets is having a peck of trou- 
ble, though he has not yet reached his 2lst 
birthday. 

To start with, he thinks the police have 
@ grievance against him, and he is also 
convinced that divers young men are try- 
ing to win the affections of his sweetheart. 

Master Lohrum emphasized this belief in 
the Dayton Street Police Court Monday 
morning, when he was arraigned on a 
Charge of having disturbed the peace. 

Quite a large contingent of North St. 
Touisans are tnterested’in ‘“‘Artie,”’ as his 
companions call him, because he is consid- 
ered a terpsichorean artist of no mean 
ability and has medals to show that h> 
has been declared the “best gentleman 
waltzer’’ at various dances.

Lohrum insisted that he had not done’a 
thing at the Turner Hall, but that the po- 
lice were “picking on him all the time.’ 

After the testimony had been disposed of 
Judge Wizlizenus expressed doubt as to 
whethér he could fine the prisoner, in view 
of the court’s theory that a hall was not 
a public place. This contention amused 
City Attorney ‘Dyer, who noted that this 
was the first time this question ever arose, 
since heretofore prisoners have always been 
fined wherei.they are charged with having 
created a disturbance in what is unquestion- 
ably a quasi-public place. 

The court glanced over the ordinance 
which he supposed covered the case, but 
Mr. Dyer informed him it applied only to 
loitering and such offenses and had been 
declared unconstitutional. Still the court 
was at sea’ but finally capitulated to Mr. 
Dyer’s views and fined the young man $%. 
The fine was stayed on payment of costs.

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VENGEANCE ON 
NEGRO SLAYERS 


For a Brutal Murder They 
Were Hanged and Shot 


to Pieces, 


TAKEN FROM JAIL BY FORCE 


BLOODHOUNDS TRACKED THEM 
FROM SCENE OF CRIME. 


People of Rockport, Ind., Made No At- 
tempt to Conceal Their Faces or 
Their Intention to Avenge a 
Terrible Crime. 


ROCKPORT, Ind., Dec. 17.—Enraged at a 
murder, which for brutality has never been 
equaled in this locality, citizens of Rockport 
last night took two negroes who committed 
the crime to the courthouse square and 
hanged them and then shot their bodies 
full of lead. The men had been captured 
by the authorities and placed in jail, but in- 
dignation ran ridt and the men were taken 
from the jail by force and lynched. 

Saturday night Hollie Simons, a popular 
white barber, started home at a late hour 
carrying with him the money taken in in 
his shop during the day. Near the corner 
of Fifth and Elm streets he was waylaid 
and beaten into insensibility, not however, 
without a desperate struggle for his life. 
His screams and struggles attracted the 
attention of two men nearby. They ran 
to his rescue and his assailants, who were 
negroes, tried to run them away, but could 
not, and ran off without getting the bag of 
money in his overcoat pocket. 

The doctors, upon examination, found #!x 
ekull fractures and six gashes in the mans 
face. The frontal and parctal bones were 
mashed into 8 aoa Tre face was cut 
beyond recognition. The club with which 
the assault was made was a large oak stick 
with nails in the end, the large nails punc- 
turing the head and face six times. Sim. 
mons died at 3:40 Sunday morning. 

Simmons was 30 years old He came here 
from Winslow, Ind., where his family 's 
very prominent. He leaves a wife and two 
children. 

Eariv Sunday morning a public meeting 
was held, and $5000 was raised as a reward 
for the capture of the murderers. Detec- 
tive Hugh and Marshal Tom Ellis began 
work, and numerous arrests of suspects 
were made. 

Suspicion centered upon two 
negroes, Bud Rowland and Jim iender- 
gon. Rowland had changed trousers at 
his mother’s. They were found and had 
blood on them. His other clothes could 
not be found. He was arrested, and upon 
examination told so many conflicting 
stories that it was firmly believed that he 
was the guilty man. 

In the meantime Sheriff M. A. Clemens 
of Morganfield, Ky., was sent for. He 

reught with him a famous bloodhound. 
t was taken to the place of the murder, 
| followed by 2000 people, followed a4 
trail to the home of Rowland, where he 
had goné last night, according to his own 
testimony. This convinced the people that 
Rowland was the guilty man. 

The mob made a rush for the county fall, 
where the prisoner was confined. For two 
hours ere were sybdued murmurs and 
consultations. Sheriff Anderson attempted 
to get the negroes away from the jail and 
out of town, but soon saw it was impossible. 
He then locked the negroes into the most 
secure cell and held the keys. 

About 7:40 p. m. a shout went up and pis- 
tols were fired. Soon the sound of a sledge 
hammer was heard, and in 15 minutes a 
large hole was made in the brick walls with 
a telephane pole, the iron sheeting on the 
poside bursted and soon a crowd was on the 
nside. The inner cell was battered down, 
@ rope put around Rowland’s neck and he 
was dragged to a tree in the courthouse 
yard. 

The rope was soon put over a limb, when 
the negro begged to make a confession. 
Rowland, amid an awful stillness, declared 
that Jim Henderson was the leader, and 
under threais forced him and another man, 
“Whistling Joe,’’ to aid him in the murder. 
This did not satisfy the mob as to Row- 
land and he was drawn up, amid wild 
shouts. A hundred pistol shots were fired 
into his dead body. 

No attempt at disguise was made by any 
memper of the crowd around the jall. Lan- 
terns were used and the men spoke freely 
of their intentions. 

Immediately the crowd rushed for Hen- 
derson. He showicd tight and was shot in 
his cell, But the avengers were not satis- 
fied. Hie was taken to the same tree, 
hanged on the same lisnb and likewise his 

dy was riddled with tullets. 

“Whistling Joe’ not having been ar 
rested, a rush was made for the Veranda 
Hotel, where he was thought to be, but it 
was s00n learned jn reliable authcrity that 
the man was not at the hotel last night 
when the murder cccutred, and nothing 
more was attempred. After this the excite- 
ment gradually subsidcd.

Odd Diet of a Healthy and 
Active Chicago Doctor. 


PEOPLE DIE FROM OVER EATING 


HE CLAIMS THAT CEREAL FOODS 
CAUSE MOST DISEASES. 


His Diet for Fourteen Years Has Been 
Fish, Fruits, a Few Vegetables and 
a Liberal Supply of Nuts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Dr. R. C. Fisher is a 
thriving example of a strange system of 
diet. Dr. Fisher has eaten only one meala 
day for 15 years. Although not a believer 
in vegetarianism, he has not eaten animal 
food, except eggs and fish, in 27 years. He 
eats no cereal foods whatever, nor’any of 
the products of flour. Rite believes cereals 
are largely responsible for diseases of the 
digestive organs. 

Dr. Fisher is 62 years of age, though he 
does not look 40. 

‘‘More people die from eating than drink- 
ing,’’ he says. The doctor takes a cold bath 
on arising at 7 a. m. and at 11 a. m. eats 
his only meal of the 24 hours. It consists 
of raw. oysters, apples, oranges, nuts, Eng- 
lish walnuts, celery and raw tomatoes. He 
neither smokes. nor drinks intoxicants. He 
seldom drinks water. 


He went without water and all Hquids 
fora year. He believes the water and salts 
in his food are all his body requires. The 
lime in ordinary water, he avers, is a pro- 
lific cause of wrinkles.

DISPUTE WITH FRANC 


VIOLATION OF THE MONROE DOC. 
TRINE IS THREATENED. 


TO BUY PART OF BRAZIL 


-_ 


Territory Is That Concerned in the 
Dispute Recently Settled by 
Swiss Arbitration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The territory 
until recently in dispute between Brazil 
and France, and which has been decreed 
to belong to Brazil, may shortly become 
the subject of a dispute between France 
and the United Siates under the Monroe 
doctrine. 

This territory, lying south of French Gui- 
ana, in the Brazilian state of Para and 
containing 100,000 square miles, was claimed 
by Brazil and France. Switzerland was 
made arbitrator. Her decision was in favor 
of Brazil. It is now reported that some 
French financiers, anticipating that the de- 
cision would be favorable to France, had 
already invested their capital in this: terri- 
tory. They are now, it is said, trying to en- 
gineer a deal by which the French govern- 
ment will buy this land from Brazil. 

The state department has absolutely no 
knowledge on the subject. Its attention 
has, however, been called to the matter, and 
the attempt of the French capitalists to 
secure government aid in getting their 
money back will be watched with interest. 
There is hardly any question, it is said at 
the department, that such action would be a 
violation of the Monroe doctrine and would 
call forth a protest from the United States. 

As long as the claim was in its original 
form, France might have maintained that 
she was simply rectifying her boundaries 
and that the United States could not object 
to that. Even in that case a rectification 
of boundaries which itnvolved an area of 
100,000 square miles would be closely scru- 
tinized. France has, however, forfeited the 
right to make that claim by submitting 
the matter to arbitration by Switzerland, 
in an adverse decision. The territory has 
been officially decreed by the Swiss tribunal 
to be outside the boundaries of French 
Guiana.

Loss of Life May Exceed One 
Hundred, 


WRECKED IN MALAGA HARBOR 


BOAT WITH FORTY IN HER IS 
STILL MISSING. 


The Vessel Was Seeking Safety From 
Raging Storm When She Struck the 
Rocks and Went Down 
Quickly. 


MADRID, Dec. 17.—From 40 to 100 cadets 
and the officers of the German training 
Ship Gneisenau are thought to have been 
drowned in the wrecking of the vessel! in 
the harbor of Malaga Sunday. As yet the 
loss of life is only conjectural. The ship 
was putting into the harbor to seek safety 
from the storm which was raging when 
She foundered. Her commander and many 
of the cadets were drowned. 

A boat with 40 persons in it left the wreck 
and has not since been heard of. It is 
feared that it “has been lost with all its 
occupants. 

The Gneisenau’s masts were left project- 
ing above the water when she settled to 
the bottom and many of the officers and 
cadets sought safety in the rigging. 

Very few details have been received of 
the disaster. It hye that the ship 
was commanded by Commander Kritsch- 


mann and that there were 360 persons 
aboard of her. 

The reports of the losg of life are con- 
flicting. The latest vary from 4 to 
The wreck was caused by the vessel drag- 
ging her anchors. She struck the rocks 
and sank close to the ighthouse. The vio- 
lence of the sea prevented the rescue of 
those who sought safety in the rigging. 

A brief telegram received at the taints 
try of marine from an officer of the Gneise- 
nan reports the loss of the vessel and 
states that 40 were drowned. 


RICH STRIKE IN AN OLD MINE 


The Kearsarge Mine in Montana Turns 
Out to Be a Wonder, With a Mil- 
lion Now in Sight. 


BUTTE, Mont., Dec. 17.—C. A. Damours, 
a young chemist and mineralogist from 
Canada, who has a lease and bond on the 
old quartz mine, the Kearsarge, at*the head 
of the gulch at Virginia City, has made a 
rich gtrike. Ir years past more than $120,- 
000, in gold have been taken out of the 
placers of the gulch, and after the ground 
had been worked out young Damours con- 
ceived the idea that somewhere at the head 
of the gulch was one great gold quartz lode 
which had been feeding the placers.

It is a study of the American politi- 
cal and social conditions which gave birth 
to the career of the ‘“‘American Commoner.” 
The object of the book is to study and 
make more generally intelligible the great 
forces represented by Mr. Bland—‘‘by virtue 
of which,’ says Mr. Bvars in his preface, 
“without attempting to grasp power, he

Before the Supreme Court today Attor- 
ney-General Griggs contended that the 
United States has the power to acquire ter- 
ritory; that, having acquired it, it has the 
right to govern it; that administrative con- 
struction, congressional action and judicial 
precedent affirm that ev ery port in a ceded 
/country is properly regarded as foreign un- 
til laws are extended by Congress to the 
new possessions: that the clause of the 
constitution of the United States declarin 
duties uniform throughout the Unite 
States is not applicable to new possessions 
and that the constitution does not extend 
of its own force over acquired territory. 

Referring to the legal aspect of the case, 
he asserted that the Dingley act applied 
to merchandise imported from Porto Rico 
and the Philippines after their cession to 
the United States, the same as it did be- 
fore, and that in view of the fact that the 
tariff laws are in rem there is no principle 
of justice, much less of constitutional re- 
striction which forbids Congress from tax- 
ing in this way the me~chandise of outlying 
possessions of the United States when 
brought into the ports of the union.
